REGARDLESS OF THE MERITS 

of the arguments on either side 
of the current dispute between re- 
finery workers and two oil com- 
panies, it is difficult to see how any 
group can reap benefit from adding 
the public inconvenience of a 48- 
hour general strike to the situation.

curity council has moved a step 
forward in its efforts to bring down 
the rebel Rhodesian regime of Mr. 
Jan Smith. To its earlier vote urging 
nations not to recognize the illegal 
administration it has now added a 
10-0 resolution — with France ab- 
staining—calling on Britain to quell 
the secession move and take all 
appropriate measures to eliminate 
the authority of the Smith regime. 
But, of wider significance, the reso- 
lution calls on all states to withhold 
recognition of the Rhodesian ad- 
ministration, to break all economic 
ties with it and to impose an oil 
embargo. 

This_ resolution is obviously a 
compromise between the much 
softer economic sanctions already 
imposed ‘by Britain and some other 
countries, and the much harsher 
measures advocated by many of the 
African states which involve mili- 
tary action. 

But even on this basis, the 
Security Council demonstrates a 
unanimity and a widening deter- 
mination to curb and defeat the 
Smith rebellion. Concerted action in 
regard to oil, if not circumvented 
by Shipments through South Africa 
or Angola, could quickly have a 
serious effect on the Rhodesian 
economy, as would embargoes on 
other essential goods. 

At that point the situation be- 
comes less clear.

ANNOUNCEMENT BY THE 

Toronto Stock Exchange that 
it will immediately delist any com- 
pany which fails to keep its share- 
holders informed of new develop- 
ments at the earliest possible mo- 
ment is as welcome as it is long 
overdue. As the country’s largest 
exchange, Toronto will undoubtedly 
exert a strong influence on regional 
exchanges and bring them into con- 
formity with this ruling. 

In a letter to all companies whose 
shares are listed on the TSE, presi- 
dent Mr. Howard Graham said: 
“The Exchange believes that when 
a company avails itself of the bene- 
fits of public financing it assumes a 
duty to its shareholders and to the 
public to keep them informed as to 
events and developments which may 
affect the value of their shares.” 

This seems so self-evident that 
it is hard to understand why the 
Toronto exchange has taken so long 
to act on the corollary contained in 
the letter: “. . . the Exchange feels 
that it is improper for public com- 
panies to contribute to the damage 
sustained by uninformed buyers or 
sellers by withholding relevant in- 


plaint by the public and with the 
wide support of labor as a whole, 
any local union negotiation which 
ran into delays through disagree- 
ment could conceivably develop into 
a province-wide downing of tools. 


This would arbitrarily inject 
a dangerous and unpredictable ele- 
ment into the economy and the so- 
cial structure of the province. It 
would be in effect an attempt to 
pretend that a part of the commu- 
nity is greater than the whole and 
can force the majority to its will 
through a calculated breakdown of 
the community organization. 


With the use of so drastic a 
weapon, organized labor would in- 
evitably invite not only public oppo- 
sition but legislative action to pro- 
tect the public interest. There can 
be no doubt that a large section of 
unionized workers are one with Brit- 
ish Columbians in general in hoping 
that a settlement can be reached 
through the normal and tested chan- 
nels before the Wednesday midnight 
deadline. They will recognize that 
they are being asked to em- 
bark on a method of strike action 
which would not only harm the 
general interest but would also se- 
verely damage the cause of labor 
itself.

while Mr. Smith retained the sup- 
port of the great majority of the 
220,000 white Rhodesians it is dif- 
ficult to see how another admini- 
stration could be imposed. Certainly 
the Negro opposition, despite its 
size, would not be able to carry on, 
and it-is not yet apparent how much 
effective opposition to Mr. Smith 
exists among the Rhodesian-born 
whites and older settlers.

Reports indicate 
that a strict censorship of news is 
depriving the people of a proper 
knowledge of how their political 
adventure is regarded by most of 
the countries of the United Nations. 

When their isolated position is 
fully realized there-might be-a much 
greater willingness to review Mr. 
Smith’s policies and try to put them 
into the perspective of Africa’s in- 
exorable move toward independence 
for the Negro populations. There 
might, too, be less disposition to 
condone the excesses of the police- 
“state environment which the rebel 
regime has had to impose in order 
to maintain its position. 


Self-Restraint 


formation, or by failing to deny 
misinformation, when it is quite 
apparent that some persons are act- 
ing upon such information (or mis- 
information) in the market.” 

If the Toronto Stock Exchange 
sticks to its ruling, and other ex- 
changes follow suit, it should help 
to cut down on the widespread 
Canadian feeling that to invest in 
this country’s industry and re- 
sources is to commit oneself to the 
vagaries of what a prominent On- 
tario judge, speaking of the TSE, 
recently described as a “private 
gaming club.” 

No country with a scarcity of 
domestic investment capital such as 
Canada can afford to have large 
amounts of money siphoned off— 
or frightened off—by profiteering 
“insiders” or fraudulent promoters 
as has been the case so many times 
in the past. The entire investment 
industry, including the stock ex- 
changes, has sorely tried public 
patience with its inability to run 
an efficient, self-policing operation. 
This could be its last chance before 
government steps in to protect the 
interests of the investing public.

Popular Driver on a Bumpy Road 


T IS NOT often that the Queen of Great 
Britain and the Commonwealth is up- 
staged. But last week’s speech from the 
throne, setting out "Yy 4 
the program of Her 
Majesty's Loyal gov- 
ernment for the new 
session of Parlia- 
ment, ran a poor 
second in the estima- 
tion of newspaper 
editors to the activi- 
ties of Her Majesty's 
not-so-Loyal govern- 
ment in Rhodesia. 


This was unfortun- 

ale. While this year’s throne speech was 
not in itself a-very exciting document, the 
fact that it was read at all could be con- 
sidered an extraordinary event. “Every 
rule in the political handbook says that a 
prime minister in the position of Harold 
Wilson—holding a dangerously slim parli- 
amentary majority and at the same time 
commanding a convincing lead in the 
public opinion polls—should have called 
an election instead of digging in for 
another session, 


Canadian Example 


With the cautionary tale of the Cana- 
dian general election before him, Mr. 
Wilson should now be more successful in 
persuading his election-minded colleagues 
that polls aren’t always the most reliable 
guide to the public’s feelings, and that 
the very act of calling an election is cap- 
able of working profound and unpredict- 
able changes in opinion. Yet the pressure 
persists largely from those who resent 
having to doctor the government’s pro- 
gram with an eye to maintaining Liberal 
support. 

At any rate, the rule that should have 
persuaded Mr. Wilson to go to the coun- 
try this fall has been a relatively minor 
casualty. For the prime minister has 
broken just about every other rule in 
the vote-getter’s manual and done so 
with apparent impunity. His -govern- 
ment has brought down one piece of un- 
popular legislation after another, with 
scarcely a break in the dismal proces- 
sion, and yet Mr. Wilson’s stock has 
never been higher. 


Unpopular Legislation 


Indeed, one wonders what more the 
government could have done even if it 
had deliberately set out to make itself 
unpopular in the country. It has com- 
mitted the cardinal sin of allowing it- 
self to become known as_a high-tax ad- 
ministration. It has- made admirable 
progress in areas that have always been 
rather remote from voter interest (sterl- 
ing strength, balance of payment) at 
the cost of heavy sacrifices in areas 
that immediately touch the voter (con- 
sumer prices, services). 


Worse, the government has gone back 
on several election promises.. It has re- 
sorted with a vengeance to economic 
restrictionism after driving the Con- 
servatives from office on the issue of 
stop-go policies. House building has 
been allowed to Jag, thus aggravating 
Britain’s most pressing domestic prob- 
lem. The government has shelved key 
social reforms and postponed badly 
needed investment programs for roads 
and schools. It has reneged on still 
other promises regarding mortgage rates 
and the nationalization of building lands. 


In all fairness, moreover, there is 
precious little to set against this un- 
happy record, The promised abolition 
of prescription charges has backfired 
in unexpected demands on services and 
soaring costs. Pension increases have 
been eaten into by rising living costs. 
The government’s key piece of work, 
the prices and income policies, has so 
far had no effect on the widening gap 
between productivity and costs. Some 
promising measures, such as the Rent 
Act and the land commission, have yet 
to prove themselves against a barrage 
of early criticism. Other measures, 
such as tighter immigration controls, 
are the centre of bitter controversy. 


More Promises 


The government has made many new 
promises, of course, The national plan 
promised undreamed of prosperity by 
1970. The Queen’s speech promised a 
new deal for family doctors, more teach- 
ers, pension increases, wage-related in- 
surance benefits, investment incentives, 
a new property tax deal, lower mortgage 
rates, more houses, local council house 
building subsidies, and so on and on. 
For every broken promise, there is a 
fresh new promise. For today’s mud in 
the eye, there is tomorrow's pie in the 
sky. 

Clobbering Mr. Average has not been 
the end of it, of course. Mr. Wilson and 
his administration have time and again 
severely shaken the loyalties of sections 
of the party by supporting the United 
States in Viet Nam, failing to scrap the 
nuclear deterrent, pigeon-holing steel 
nationalization and by otherwise mak- 
ing themselves appear to,be only luke- 
warm socialists. Despite the dutiful 
protests of left-wing MPs the omission of 
any mention of steel in the Queen’s 
speech can not have surprised anyone. 


And yet—wonder of wonders—there is 
little doubt in the minds of most uncom- 
mitted observers that if an election were 
held tomorrow the government would 
soundly thrash the Conservatives, This 
conviction has not been dampened by 
the two per cent swing to the Conserva- 
tives in last week's byelection victory 
for Labor, or even by the knowledge that 
the same swing would defeat the candi- 
date charged with holding a marginal 
Labor seat in the next scheduled byelec- 
tion. These days, byelections are taken 
to mean what you want them to mean. 

If the pundits are right, it means we 
are jn the presence of a political phe- 
nomenon, Widespread sympathy for the 
Labor government could perhaps be part- 
ly explained on the ground that the 
public has more or less accepted Labor's 
side of the running argument about who 
is responsible for the country’s financial 
difficulties for belt-tightening. If so, 
what seems to be the inherent mechan- 
ism of the British may even be 
paying dividends to a government claim- 
ing to be burdened with job of clearing 
up the last government’s mess. 


Wilson Stature 


But whatever the explanation, it 
would not be complete without fully tak- 
ing into account the person of Mr. Wil- 
son himself. For the dominant fact of 
current British politics is that the former 
opposition leader with a reputation for 
cool opportunism has emerged as a 
prime minister with an almost charis- 
matic stature. At bottom, it seems, the 
people have come to believe that flat 
nasal voice with all its talk about politi- 
cal honesty, guts and the need to soldier 
on against adversity. Here, if anywhere, 
is the key to the puzzle posed by an 
electorate that appears ready to lick the 
hand that beats it over the head.

How Inevitable Is Red China's Entry? 


LAST week, when the United Nations 
General Assembly voted for the 15th 

time in 16 years not to admit Com- 

unist China to the » : 

UN, predictions began ; 

to circulate that its 

admission was in- 

evitable in another 

year, or two at the 

most.

From The Times 
of Nov. 22, 1905: 

(From “the Free 
Port of Victoria” by 
G. M. Sproat): On 
Jan. 18, 1860, James 
Douglas on instruc- 
tions from the 
Queen's Privy Coun- 
cil proclaimed Vic- 
toria a ‘‘free port” 
of entry. 

Had the “free 
port’ according to 
the conception of the 
home government 
been conserved, it 
would have been the 
means of creating a 
large city—commer- 
cial and money cen- 
tre radiating energy 
throughout the 
whole colony — a 
city, probably, only 
second to San Fran- 
cisco on the Pacific. 
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United States alone which kept Commu- 
nist China out of the United Nations.” 

But the danger signs for the future 
came in a procedural vote before the 
vote on admission. The pro-Chinese 
group was threatening to demand that 
Communist China be admitted on @ 
simple majority vote rather than a two- 
thirds majority vote. (The UN Charter 
sets a two-thirds majority requirement 
for questions defined as “important” 
with only a simple majority required for 
other questions). 


‘Important Question’ 


The U.S. outwitted the pro-Chinese 
group by rushing in first with a resolu- 
tion proclaiming the question “impor- 
tant” under the Charter. This resolution 
was passed, guaranteeing that Commu- 
nit China would not be admitted this 
year, but it passed by only seven votes 
—56 to 49, and there were 11 absten- 
tions. This type of resolution passes by 
simple majority, and so is especially 
vulnerable to slight shifts in future years, 
especially shifts of the abstainers toward 
Peking. 

But despite the predictions of even- 
tual Peking victory, there are reasons 
for challenging the inevitability theory. 
It is also conceivable that Peking may 
have reached a high water mark in this 
year’s vote. Two factors will help de- 
termine whether this is so. One is Pe- 
king’s own behavior, the other is the 
position of Nationalist China. 

Speeches during the acrimonious 
seven-day debate showed that many 
members who basically agreed with the 
pro-Peking group that the Communist 
regime, by virtue of its sovereignty over 
the mainland, was entitied to member- 
ship and China's permanent Security 
Council seat, gagged at the accompany- 
ing demand for total expulsion of “the 
representatives of Chiang Kai-shek.’’ Na- 
tionalist China is widely regarded as a 
co-operative and inoffensive member, en- 
titled to remain in the UN by virtue of 
sovereignty over Taiwan. 


‘Two China’ Policy 

The “two-China” policy is widely fa- 
vored as a fair arrangement: Member- 
ship in the UN and its organs and pos- 
session of the council seat would be made 
available to the People’s Republic of 
China; membership of the UN and its 
organs would be made available to the 
Chiang regime under whatever name it 
wished to call itself. 

(In effect, this would mean a “no 
China” policy, at least temporarily. 
Neither China is willing to accept the 
presence of the other or recognize its 
sovereignty over the area each in fact 
controls, But it is pointed out here that 
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the UN can only offer a fatr arrange- 
ment, not compel its acceptance). 

Then there is the question of China's 
own behavior. This does not mean 
China's role as an international preda- 
tor, so often proclaimed by the U.S. 
Supporters of Red China’s admission 
hope rather wistfully that world opinion 
can better be brought to bear on Peking 
if it is represented here. 

The new problem is Peking's derisory 
attitude toward the UN and-all its goals. 
Peking’s glouting praise of Indonesia's 
withdrawal from the UN was widely 
quoted here, as were inflammatory ex- 
cerpts from recent offieial Chinese pro- 
nouncements. 

There is a definite fear here that 
Communist China, in its present mood, 
could become a real troublemaker at 
the UN—a noisily disruptive force deter+ 
mined to make the UN an anti-Western, 
revolutionary forum. 

Several emerging nations have been 
given reason to believe that China only 
regards as revolutionary those countries 
which follow its own line. These fears 
are said by those who should know to 
come privately from some delegates 
who, on this occasion, voted for Red 
China's admission to world councils,

And it was 11 
months ago that Ottawa voters gave 
overwhelming support to the principle 
of fluoridation. 

Now this city joins more than 170 
other Canadian communities in using 
fluoridated water. Households throughout 
Ottawa be happy that they, too, can 
enjoy the benefits of a proven health 
measure. The fluoridation controversy, 
one that seemed to last for an inter- 
minable period, is now a matter of his- 
tory. 

It is noteworthy that the cost of the 
fluorides put into Ottawa's water supply 
amounts to less than five cents a person 
each year. The flow of the chemical is 
carefully controlled in order that the 
concentration will be maintained at one 
part fluoride to 1,000,000 parts water. 

It is doubtful if any health measure 
has been the subject of such extensive 
analysis and study as has fluoridation. 
The public is the beneficiary of this 
research,

Top Scholar 


The illustrations are con- 
tained in a lengthy article, 
entitled “The Asia America 
Does Not Know," published a 
while ago by Dr. Charlos P. 
Romulo, president of the Uni- 
versity of the Philippines and 
one of Asia's most brilliant 
scholars and highly respected 
commentators on current af- 
fairs. 

Dr. Romulo’s article is one 
of the most eminently sensible, 
thoughtful and thought - pro- 
voking discussions to appear 
for a long time dealing with 
the difficult and delicate sub- 
jects of the West's attitudes 
toward Asia and Asia's atti- 
tudes toward the- West, par- 
ticularly the United States, 

It is also candid, blunt and 
often sharply critical—not only 
of Americans but of Western- 
ers in general—for being so 
wrapped up in their own false, 
preconceived ideas about Asia 
that they cannot possibly con- 
eeive of an Asia as seen 
through Asian eyes instead of 
their own. 

The reference to the inci-

understanding.

“To Westerners,” he writes, 
“Asia and the Far East are 
always “a ‘mystery’, always 
‘remote’."’ 

But, he counters, bluntily, the 
“Mysterious East” is entirely 
a creation of the West and in 
reality does not exist at all. 


“And when Westerners come 
to the Orient expecting to find 
confirmation of their mental 
constructions," he continues, 
“disappointment always ex- 
presses itself in the form of 
a disgusted perversion of the 
Asian reality.” 

Sometimes, Dr. Romulo 
points out,. this takes the form 
of what might be termed a 
misconception in reverse: 
when Westerners discover that 
Asia is not all composed of 
the Arabian Nights, palaces 
in Xanadu, caliphs, mosques, 
beared mystics, tales of lost 
civilizatons and Tibetan 
Shangrilas, then they feel 
they have been cheated. 

Thus, he explains, if, to the 
disappointed Westerner the 
fabulous Orient is not true, 
the extreme opposite must be 
true, 

“So pictures of headhunters, 
tribesmen in some Stone Age 
twilight, maked and starved 
mystics on a bed of nails 
under a banyan tree, pirati- 
cal Filipine Moslems o rtree 
dwelling Filipinos must typify 
Asian reality,” he writes. 


Enlarged Image 


“American popular enter- 
tainment arts enlarge this 
particular Western image of 
Asia. Cacucasian or Negro ex- 
tras are painted and trans- 
formed into fierce Asian can- 
nibals; Japanese families are 
made to live in paper houses 
and to sleep in vermin-in- 
fested rags; Filipinos are 
made to appear as witch-doc- 
tors; or, as the famous song 
would have it, ‘Bali Hai may 
call you, any time, any day,’ 
but Bloody Mary must also be 
there with her young Oriental 
harlots."’ 

Often, Dr. Romulo con- 
tinues, disappointed Western- 
ers — enraged at discovering 
a non-mysterious Mysterious 
East — vent their spleen on 
lack of modern conveniences 
and harshly criticize Asian 


the West 


the notion of ‘ancient’ implies 
mystery, then the East is in- 
deed mysterious . . . 

“But to complain of Asian 
and Far Eastern countries as 
‘backward’ and ‘primitive’ be- 
cause, to the Western tourist, 
they cannot offer bathtubs or 
elevators or macadam high- 
ways or hot dogs or chewing 
gum is to impose a standard 
of life and mode of conveni- 
ence not endemic to our cul- 
ture, 

“Imagine Asians tagging 
the West uncivilized because 
it has no Brahmins! Or im- 
agine Asians declaring New 
York backward because the 
architecture of its buildings 
does not date back to 1191 as 
does the Quwwat ul Islam 
Mosque near Qutab Minar in 
Delhi! 

“In. saying these things I 
am not proposing an analysis 
of the civilizations of our sepa- 
rate continents based on a 


comparison of our differences, * 


Of course the differences are 
there; there is no point in try- 
ing to blur them. That is pre- 
cisely the root of unrealistic 
attitudes,”’ 

“Tt is inevitable,” he writes, 
“that the West should regard 
the recent phenomenon of the 
emergence of Asian countries 
as disturbing. It is natural 
that to the West Asia should 
appear indefinable. 


An Illusion 


“Asia’s policies, in spite of 
their appearance of consist- 
ency to Asians, appear unpre- 
dictable to the West because 
the present concern and puz- 
zlement of the West over Asia 
and its emerging reality is 
a product of Western illu- 
sion" 

The Filipino scholar sug- 
gests that the West has in re- 
cent years recognized its mis- 
takes and misconceptions 
regarding Asia and is now in 
the Jong and painful process 
of trying to adjust its attitudes. 

He writes: 

“The popularity of books 
critical of Western attitudes 
indicates a growing Western 
awareness of its errors. It was 
not an Asian who wrote ‘The 
Ugly American’ or ‘The Quiet 
American’ or ‘A Nation Of 
Sheep’ or ‘The Eleventh Hour.’ 

“This is an American af- 
fair, for it should be the busi- 
ness of the West to develop 
responsibility to match its 
economic, political, and mili- 
tary power, and to convince 
the contemporary world that 
it can guarantee its own ethic- 
al behavior in the conduct of 
its relations with other na- 
tions.

Can the Government Achieve?

Some kind of parliamentary understanding 
between the Liberal government and one of 
the minor groups in the House is probably the 
best way out of the Cana- ? 
dian political crisis. 

Let us look at the general 
question of coalitions, work- 
ing agreements, and gen- 
eral understandings he- 
tween two or more parties. 

Firstly,..a coalition in 
which’ two groups, one 
large, another small, come 
together to form a govern- 
ment has to have some re- 
ward for the minor group 
in terms of a cabinet post or two. 

The immediate question is whether the 
identity of the smaller group will survive at 
the beginning of the coalition or later as the 
pressure of absorption become affective. It 
seems clear that only Social Credit of the 
three minor parliamentary groups might be 
interested in such a coalition. 

Undoubtedly its price would be high and 
all it could offer, after it received the cabinet 
post {perhapus for Bob Thompson) and some 
undertaking of cautiousness on further wel- 
fare measures, is a relatively thin margin in 
votes. 

On the other hand, Social Credit—western 
brand—coalesced with the Liberals would be 
a tremendous embarrassment to the batter. 
Since, for practical purposes Mr. Thompson's 
band in the last Parliament was always with 
the government in the touchy situations, why 
shouldn’t the Liberals assume that the situ- 
ation is still pretty much the same? 

* * * 

This leads me to a point that has been 
obscured by the main issue Mr. Pearson took 
to the people. His demands for a majority 
government were really at odds with the fairly 
effective control he had in the last House with 
slightly fewer seats than he now has. 

Of course, several matters have altered: 
the Conservatives’ disunity may have dis- 
appeared, the New Democrats have had a 
fillip from their popular vote increase and for 
a time Mr. Pearson will be a relatively 
discredited figure. 3 

But these factors which bolster the opposi- 
tion are really psychological, rather than prac- 
tical parliamentary ones. 

A coalition seems most unlikely. The next 
possibility is a parliamentary understanding 
between the Liborals and one or more of the 
parties. For example, there isn’t any reason 
why an understanding could not be reached 
with all the parties that this mew Parliament

would last at least until redistribution was 
completed. At the longest, this means another 
11 months. 

The largest practical difficulty in the way 
of a parliamentary understanding between the 
Liberals and the other parties. or another 
party centres on the practice of the House of 
Commons. 

Inherent in the procedures are a number of 
tests of strength. Business, whether it be 
legislation or spending or general statements, 
is almost always disposed of by a vote. It 
seems comparatively easy for one of the minor 
parties to agree that it will support the Lib- 
erals for a certain period in any want of con- 
fidence motions. 

But what is a “want of confidence” motion? 
Suppose the Liberals proceed with the Rail- 
way Bill of last session. The New Democrats 
and the Social Credit will have to vote against 
many parts of it, if not against the whole bill. 


* * * 


Does this defeat the government? . That 
parliamentary buff, Stanley Knowles, has 
argued that the government in a minority situ- 
ation, after a defeat on a specific item, could 
come right back to the House with a gen- 
erally-phrased motion asking for confidence 
and might expect to get the support of those 
who have just defeated the specific item. 

What is required in a Parliamentary under- 
Standing is prior agreement between the 
parties to the understanding that: 

(a) The government can expect support on 
general motions of want of confidence; 

{b) The government will receive support on 
certain items and cannot expect it on others. 

The ineseapable fact for any opposition 
party is that it becomes ridiculous, it denies its 
own principles and platform, when or if it gives 
blanket support to whatever may come be- 
fore the House. 

The most likely of the rather unlikely pos- 
sibilities of a parliamentary understanding or 
agreement between the government and one 
of the other parties would seem to link the 
Liberals and the New Democrats. 

I do not argue this from the view that these 
two parties are the closest in terms of policies 
and attitudes. It seems to me that a better 
case might be made that the Tories and the 
NDP are closer together on the left of the 
political road. 

But practically, the combination of Liberals 
and New Democrats gives the best guarantee 
of House stability simply because their totals 
go the highest.

Family Allowances. 
Eyed by Quebec

QUEBEC — A growing 
weight of opinion favors hav- 
ing the provincial government 
take over family allowances. 


Argument in favor of the 
change took on new impetus 
eg last month 


Kierans, to 
MeDowell portfolios _re- 
lated to social we:fare. 


Mr. Levesque, now minister 
of family affairs and social 
welfare, and Mr. Kierans, now 
minister of health—which in- 
eludes administration of the 
provincial pension plan — re- 
placed two of the morst trad- 
itionally-minded, conservative 
members of the Lesage cab- 
inet. 


The change was seen as 
the beginning of a second, 
social, phase of the transform- 
ation by the Lesage govern- 
ment of the provincial admin- 
istration, The first phase fo- 
cussed on economic matters. 


And it was expected to lead 
to an increased emphasis on 
provincial autonomy in the 
social welfare field. Both Mr. 
Levesque and Mr, Kierans 
strongly favor the recovery of 
provincial initiative in areas 
which had been abandoned by 
the province to the federal 
government. 

Social workers, welfare or- 
ganizations and economists 
have been saying for some 
time that, welfare in Quebec 
amounted to a hodge-podge 
of ill-assorted measures and 
that a new co-ordinated pro- 
gram was essential. 


Made in Quebec 


Many of them have also 
argued that if the particular 
needs of the population were 
to be met, the program would 
have to be made in Quebec 
rather than Ottawa. This view 
has been strongly supported 
by such patriotic organizations 
at the St. Jean Baptiste So- 
cieties as well. 

Family allowances loom 
larger in Quebec family bud- 
gets than they do, on the av- 
erage, elsewhere in Canada. 

There are several reasons 
for this: 

Per capita income in Que- 
bee is lower, and families are 
larger, than in Canada as a 
whole. 

Average per capita income 
in Quebec in 1963 was $1,504; 
in Canada as a whole, $1,734. 

The average monthly family 
allowance payment, per 
family, in 1962 was $17.96, 
compared with $16.58, for Can- 
ada as a whole, (Newfound: 
land was the highest, and both 
New Brunswick and—Prince 
Edward Island were also high- 
er than Quebec.) 

Professor Jacques Henripin, 
a demographer at the Univer- 
sity of Montreal, is one of the 
strongest spokesmen for a new 
system, 

Prof. Henripin argues that 
in defining poverty account 
must be taken of the number 


of children in a family and | 
not only- of the family’s in- | 


come. 


He sugg@sts that to escape | 
real poverty a family must | 


have $1,000 a year for each 
adult and $500 for each child. 


Using these figures as the | 
basis. for his calculations he 


finds that 25 per cent of the 

non-agricultural families in 

Quebec live in real poverty. 
Among -these poor families 


he includes for example the | 


-27,000 families whose income 
is above $3,000 but below 


$3,500 and have more than 


three children; but not those 
couples who have, say, $2,500 
a year and no children, or 
‘those who have one child and 
an income of just over $2,500 
a year. a 


Prof. Henripin then argues 
that family allowances should 


get only a nominal family 
allowance. But for every child 
after the second, the payment 
should cover the largest part 
of the cost of all the neces- 
sities of life. 


The annual payment he sug- 
gests, for each child after the 
second, is $340, 


Prof, Henripin made the 
proposal at a convention of 
the Quebec Federation of 
Family Social Services and it 
drew widespread attention and 
support. 

Recently the St. Jean Bap- 
tiste Society of Quebec, at its 
annual meeting, passed a 
resolution - endorsing. such a 
graduated system of family 
allowances as favoring, “the 
economic, social and cultural 
progress of the French-Cana- 
dian nation.’’

Change of Government 
Freshens Norway Scene 


By ROLAND HUNTFORD 


OSLO—The new Norwegian 
government has now been in 
office two months: it is still 
feeling its way in the. un- 
familiar labrynth of power. 
Its members had been in op- 
position for 30 years. The 
previous government was 
socialist and they themselves 
are not. 

The cynics have said that 
this is all that holds them to- 
gether. They comprise four 
parties of the right and cen- 
tre: Conservatives, Liberals, 
Centre and Christian People’s 
parties. They contain all 
shades -of non-socialist politi- 
cal opinion; they face a single 
socialist grouping, the Nor- 
wegian Labor Party, 


It was said at the time of 
the elections that the new 
government had no policy, but 
offered only a change of mini- 
sters. To a certain extent this 
may be true, for in order to 
go to the polls as an entity, 
the various party leaders had 
to evolve the most watered- 
down compromises to placate 
the extremists. 

Since coming to power the 
government has proceeded 
slowly, Almost a month passed 
before they decided on the 
cabinet’s composition, 

The prime minister, Dr, Per 
Borten, is of the Centre, both 
in party and inclination. This 
secured him the post, although 
there was a stronger man in 
Mr. John Lyng, of the Con- 
servative Party. But Mr. Lyng 
was too far to the right for 
the patchwork of coalition 
opinion, and he became for- 
eign minister instead. 

So far, the principal action 


of the government has been 
to relieve taxation, which had 
become burdensome under 
the Labor government. It has 
abolished the much resented 
purchase tax on certain goods, 
particularly on books and 
periodicals. It has promised 
an overhaul of the whole tax 
system and reduction of in- 
come tax — one of the highest 
in the world. 

The chief strain within the 
coalition has been religious. 
It concerns the Christian 
People’s Party, which has 16 
of the government's seats in 
the Storting (Parliament). 

The CPP has determined, 
non-conformist views. It is 
puritanical, largely fundamen- 
talist and keen on temperance. 
Its co-operation is vital for 
the existence of the govern- 
ment,

Much of the delay in produc- 
ing the list of ministers was 
caused by its demand for the 
portfolio of education and ec- 
clesiastical affairs. The other 
parties did not relish the idea 
of giving this post to men of

Incredulous 


In contrast, the Pearson 
government although it 
won a third as many seats 
again as the Conservatives — 
seems to have gone into a 
kind of spiritual collapse. It's 
almost .as if the prime min- 
ister and most of his advisors 
have yet to translate the elec- 
tion results from abstraction 
to reality. They still seem in- 
eredulous at their defeat.

His main task now 
is to set the stage for his suc- ' 
cessor and decide the direction 
in which the Liberal party 
will evolve. 


The middle-of-the-road Lib- ; 
erals which he has cham- 
pioned, is by all appearances 
exhausted as an ideology. The 
Liberal party must now either 
turn right or turn left. 


Setting Stage 


Pearson must somehow dis- 
cover and enlist an effective 
prairie lieutenant so that his 
successor can once again com- 
mand a national party. His 
most urgent assignment is to 
reorganize the cabinet into an j 
effective team that can com- 
mand respect, Since the vot- 
ters failed to vindicate his 
handling of the scandals, sure-

David Robinson, 24-year- 
old Victoria janitor, pleaded 
guilty in B.C. Assize Court 
today to the non-capital 
murder of 14-year-old 
Susan Freschi. 

Susan's naked and battered 
body was found lying face down- 
ward in the woods near her 
home at 2637 Chilco, near Par- 
son’s bridge on the old island 
highway, last May 12. 

Her wrists were tied behind 
her back by a 1T-foot length of 
rope. 

Robinson was charged in Col 
wood magistrate's court with 
capital murder (murder with in- 
tent) and committed for trial. 
‘Today in Assize Court the prose- 
cution reduced the* charge to 
non- capital murder (murder 
without intent). 

JERKED FORWARD 

A shim, dark-haired man in 
a white shirt, Robinson sat 
quietly in the dock while. the 
charge was read. When asked 
whether he pleaded guilty or not 
guilty, he jerked forward in his 
seat and answered: 

“Guilty.” 

The plea came as a surprise. 
Expecting a plea of “not 
guilty,” the court had asembled 
55 witnesses and a jury panel 
of 44, expecting a prolonged 
trial, 

Mr, Justice George Gregory 
dismissed the jury panel after 
the plea of “guilty” was entered 
and adjourned the hearing until 
11 a.m. Tuesday at the request 
of Crown prosecutor William R. 
Mcintyre. 

Mr. Justice Gregory is ex: 
pected to pass sentence some 
time Tuesday after Mr. McIn- 
tyre has presented the Crown's 
case, Alan Bigelow will appear 
for the defence.
